Dordrecht, Cape Colony, Bunday,
March 4.-0 a, m~—UGeneral Brabant's
colonial division, after & night march,
is now attacking the Boers in a strong
position at La Buschagens Nek, on the
rond from Dordrecht to Jamestown.
The engagement s now procecding
with the greatest vigor, and the Boers
are gradually retiving before the Brit-
Ish fire from their positions,

A heavy rifle fire |8 belng exchanged
where the Dritish arve engaging the
Boers on the right Hank,

#o far the Boers have had no big
guns in action,

Evening—CGeneral Brabant's advance
todany was most satisfactory, After
marching and bivouacking over night,
the force reached the strong entrenched
positions which they occupled and now
hold, the BDoers belng on the opposite
hitl,

The Britlsh will ®#emaln tonight in
the captured positions, although the
Hoers brought two guns into action and
made determined efforts to retake
them.

The British losses are gix killed and
eclghteen wounded.

London, Mareh 4.-—-1145 p. m.~The
war offlce hns recelved the following
dispatch from Lord Roberts, dated Os-
fontein, March 4:

“tieneral Cronje, on behalf of hls
party, and Commandant Wolmarens,
on behalf of 4,000 other prisoners, who
have all now left Modder river, asked
the British officers to thank me for the
consideration and kindness with which
they have been treated.”

General Cloments reports that his ad-
vanced troops hold Achtertang, and
that rallway communication would be

“The position Is unchanged at Os-
fonteln, except that frequent heavy
showers have materially Improved
grazing, to the benefit of the horses
and trangport animals.”

RELIEF AT LADYSMITH.

Correspondents Btate That It Did
Not Come Any Too_Soon.

Durban, ¥Friday, March 2.—Corres-
pondents who have returncd here from
Ladysmith say that the rellef came
quite unexpected.

At noon en Tuesday the firing of
General BHuller's army scemed to re-
code instead of approaching and the
Earrieon was consequently depressed.
Everybody was startled to hear the
garrison’'s 4.7 pgun firing., It had not
been used much of late, owing to the
diminishing ammunition,

On hureying out It was found that
the Hoers were trying to remove the
bhig gun on Bulwana by the erection
of o derrick. This proved that some-
thing extraordinary was happening.
The other garrison guns then directed
thelr fire on Bulwana, with the re-
#ult that the Boers wera compelled to
abandon the attempt with the derrick.
Later on they placed the gun on a
wagon, which capslzed In a donga,

During the afterncon, whenever the
Boers were seen approaching, the Brit-
ish resufmed the shelling of Bulwana.
About 4 <'vlock a terrific thunder
storm broke over the town, just after
& message had been hellographed from
Wagon Hill that the Boers were In full
retreat,

Other officers sald they believed they
could descry Hritish cavalry, but most
people supposed that the wish waa
father to the thought. As goon as the
storm ceased the British guns re-
opened on Bulwana, gradually concen-
trating the fire on the left and driving
the Boers before them with the object
of preventing the enemy from ham-
pering any British approach.

An hobir later a party of British
horsemen could be seen crossing the
fiats below Bulwana at a distance of
some miles, It is Impoesible (o de-
scribe the enthuslasm among the
troops that followed.

The storm broke out angain at 7
o'clock in the evening and continued
until 2 o'clock the neat morning. It
must have serlously hampered the re-
treating Boere, The Dritlsh guns kept
up & steady fire to prevent the Boers
from recapturing the Hulwana gun.
The naval guns were fired at intervals
during the night and in the morning
a force was sont out to look after the
gun and to ovcupy Dulwina.

Lord Dundonald's force went after
the retreating Boers, while 4,000 of the
garrison went toward Ellandtiagte In
the hope of heing able to cut off the
Boers,

NO IMPERIALISM
SAYS M'KINLEY

PRESIDENT'S SPEECH BEFORE
THE OHIO BOCIETY.

Bignificant Remarks Made at the
Brilliant Dinner Held on Baturday
Evening at the Waldorf-Astoria.
Grave Tilals and Responsibilities
Have Come to the United Btates.

New York, March 4.—President Me-
Kinley at the dinner of the Ohlo soci-
ety last evening with an emphasis of
language that aroused his audlence to
the greatest cnthusiasm protested
agalnat the .uterles which advocate
the abandoning of the responsibilities
and obligations which the war with
Bpaln and the subsequent treaty of
peace left upon thig country,

The oceasion of which the president
took advantage to express these sentl-
ments was the annual dinner of the
Ohlo Boclety of New York at the Wal-
dorf-Astoria last night. When he first
accepted the Invitation to be pregent

| at the dinner President McKinley In-

sisted that he ghould not be callel
upon to apeak. He was persuaded,
however, after Re arrived In New York
on Friday, to forego that proviso, and,
In consequence, responding lust night

| to the toast of his health, he permitted

himself to dwell briefly upon the prob-
lems which the nation’s Spanish war
had left with the country.

Mr. Southard, who miade the address

{ of welcome, closed by proposing the
! health of the presldent of the United

States. The toast was drunk standing,
and when the president roge to re-
spond he was groeted by cheers agaln
and agaln repeated.

What the President Said.

When silence was at length obtained
he spoke ns follows:

Mr. Toastmaster and Gentlemen: I ap-
preclate your welcome and thank you
for this rencwed expresston of your goud
will, It s preper that I sheuld eay that
the maruging board of the Ohlo socloly
has kept the promise made to me that I
would not bo expected or required to
speak at this banguet. I shall not be
gulilty of rellecting on thelr good faith or
bronking my own resclutlion not to speak
if 1 Indulge In some observatlons while
expressing In the bricfest manner the

pleasure which 1 have in greeling my |

old friends of the Ohlo coleny In New
York. There Is*a bond of close fellowship
which unites Ohlo praple, Whithersoever
they journey or wherever they dwell,
they cherish the tendercst sentiment for
their mother state, and she in turn never
falls of affectionate interest in her wide-
ly scattered children.

The statement which haa so oflen been
made s not far from the truth, *‘Once
an Ohloan always an Ohloan,” It has
been some years since [ was your gueht,
Much has happened In the meantime, We
huve had our blegsings nnd our burdens,
und still have both. We will soon have

when good times overtake them In the

After thirty-three years of unbroken
peace ¢cume an unavoldable war, Hap-
plly, the caneclusion wons qulekly reached,
without a suepiclion of unworthy motive
or practice or purpose «n our part and
with fadvless honor to our arme. I can-
not forget the quick rerponsc of the peo-
plo to the country's necd, and the quar-
ter of & milllcn men who freely offered
thelr Hves to thelr countyry's service, It
was an impressive spectacle of natibnn)
strength. 1t demonstruted our miglity
reserve power, and tuught vs that large
stunding armies are unnecessary when
every clitizen is o “minute man" ready to
Join the ranks for national defunse,

Grave Trials and Respensibilities,

Out of these recent events have come
to the Unlied Stutes gruve trinls and re-
spongibliities, Ax it was the nation’'s
war, £0 are its results the nation's probe
fems. Ity solution rests upon us all. It
I# too serlous to stitle, It §s too earncst
for repose. No phrase or catchword can
conceal the sacred obligation it lavolves,
No uee of eplthets, no aspersion of mo.
tive Ly these wha differ, will contribute
to that sober judgment so essential to
right conclusiens, No political outery
can abrogate our treaty of peace with
Bpuin or abgolve ug from Its solemn <n-
gugemoents, It s thé people’s gquestion,
and wil be untl Its determination 18
written out in thelr enlightened verdiet,
We must choose between manly doing
and basge desortion. 1t will never be the
lutter. It must be saberly wettled In jus-
tlee und goond consclepce, and it will be,
Righteousness, which exalteth a nuation,
must eontrol in its selutlon,

No great emergency has arlzen In this
natlon's history and progress which has
not been met by the soverelgn with high
capucity, with ample sirength und with
unflinching idelity to every honorable
obligation. Partisanship can hold few of
us aguinst solemn public duty. Wae have
seen thls so often demonsiraled in the
past us 1o murk unerringly what 1t will
bé in the future. ‘The natlonal sentiment
and the natlonal conselence were never
stronger or higher thun now. 7There has
been w reunion of the people around the
holy altar consecrated te country newly
sunctilied by common sacrifices. The fol-
lowers of Grant and Lee have fought
uvnder the same flag and fallen for the
sume falth,

Party lines have loosensd and the tios
of Unlon have been strengthened. Boece-
tonaliem has disappeared and fraternity
has: been rooted In tho hearts of the
American people. Political passion has
allogether subsided and patriotivm glows
with Inextingulshable fervor in overy
homsa of the land. The flag has buen sus-
talned on distant seas and Islands by
the men of all parties and wections aud
creeds and Mices und nationslities, and
{ls stars ure only those of radlant hope
to the remoto peoples over whom it foats,

There can be no lmperlalism. Those
wVie fear It are agalnst It Those who

have fuith in the republic are agalnst It
Bo that there Is universal ubhorrence for
it and upanimous oppesition to it.

ANDERSON AND AGUINALDO.

The General Denies the Statements
of the Filipino.

Detroit, March 4—Brigadier General
Thomas M. Anderson, 1. 8. A,, who Is
at the Wayne hotel, was with Admiral
Dewey at Manila in the period in which
Agulnaldo clalma he was promised by
both that his government would be
recognized. He explains the matter as
follows:

Aguinnldo asked the question, “Has,
or will, the United States recognize my
government?' The reply was flrmly,
but kindly, in the negative. Aguinaldo
has since asserted that Dewey then dis-
tinctly assurerd him that the United
States recogniged his government, and
that I confirmed this statement on my
word of honor. Agulnaldo further as-
serts that he saw Dewey and me at
later date, and that we then relterated
that assurance. Aguinaldo never saw
Dewey and me together but once.
Neither of us then made the state-
ments he has attributed to us,

The next meeting to which Aguin-
aldo refers In his “True History of the
Flllpine War"” was with me alone at
Cavite. Admiral Dewey was not pres-
ent. Agulnaldo presented me with a
copy of & scheme for autonomous gov-
ernment, which was to be granted by
Spain, provided the Filipinos tock part
against us. I sald I was there In a
military capacity, and had no author-
ity to recognize him in a political
eapacity; that we were fighting a com-
mon enemy, and that I hoped we would
not conflict.

Aguinaldo Insistently urged me to
recognize his belllgarent rights, and it
was then that I stated that In one hun-
dred and twenty years the United
States had made no colonles; that
when we sald we would free them from
Spanish oppression we never Intended
that we would recognize any particular
get or syndicate of men as {he gov-
erning power. In our Civil war we did
not promise the elaves that they
ghould rule the south. We sald we's
free them, but nothing was promised
aa to thelr status,

General  Anderson  epoke rvather
guardedly about the attitude of the
German officers during the ecarly days
in the occupation of the Philippines,
But admitted that they were very ag-
gravating at times. He added:

“However, T never had any fear of
thelr really taking overt action, though
it Dewey had gone away I belleve they
would have selzed a footing, I was in
command at Cavite, when a German
barge came ashore, & card was present-
ed to me, followed quickly by a very
stift and formnl officer, who said;
‘Captain Diederich demands the privi-
Jege of burying a man on shore.

*“Phe officer epoke English, and the
word ‘demand’ seemed pretty strong.
still I did not know whether {t was
insolence or merely a form of official
speech, 8o I replied in kind, saying:
‘I will conslder the privilege of bury-
ing your people with great pleasure. "

PREBIDENT IN NEW YORK,

New York, March 4 —Although Presi-
dent McKinley was up late last night
attending the banquet of the Ohlo so-
clety he arose mbout 8 o'clock this
morning and breakfasted shortly af-
terwards.

Later in the morning the president,
accompanied by his brother, Abner,
attended services at the Fifth Avenue
Presbyterian church, where the ser-
mon was preached by Rev., Dr, Edward
A, Andrews,
Methodist Eplscopal church of New
York.

A crowd afterward gathered on the
avenue and greeted the president and
his parly with showers of hand-clap-
ping.

At 10 o'clock the President and Mrs.
MceKinley and party left the hotel on
thelr way to Jersey City, where the
president and his wife took the train
leaving at 12 o'clock for Washington,

enjoying perfect health,” the president
sald as he left the hotel,

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FIVE PERSONS
DIE IN A FIRE

FATAL BLAZE IN A BOWERY
OHEAP LODOGING HOUSE.

Beven Btory Building at Fourty-four
Bowery Discovered to Be on Fire
Yesterday Morning—Several of the
Lodgers Who Escaped Death Are
Badly Burned—Herolc Efforts of
the Police in the Work of Rescus,

New York, March 4.—Five persons
were burned to death and three were
injured this morning In a fire which
occurred in a seven-story lodging house
at 44 to 48 Bowery. The dead are:

CHARLEB BUTTIE, 4 yeurs old

JOIIN CLARK, 50 years old.

FEDWARD DOYLE, 3 years old.

HENRY JACKBON, colored, 46 years old,

ONE _UNIDENTIFIED MAN, about 00
years old.

Btephen Carney, 75 years old, waa
burned about the body, fare and hands,
He was removed to & hospital In a ser-
fous condition,

Martin Gallagher, 6 years old, was
burned about the face und hands, and
was also removed Lo a hospital. Ed-
ward Walker, 47 years old, was burnad,
but after having his wounds dressed,
remained at the lodging house,

The fire was first discovered shortly

efter 2 o'clock, Smoke was pouring |

from the windowe of the fifth flaor and
the flames were making rapld prog-
ress,

‘The lodging house was cut yp Into '
132 rooms, and ninety of these small |

places were occupled when the fire
broke out. Pollcemen sent in an alarm
and ‘burst into the place to arouse the
Inmates, They notified the night clerk,
who Immediutely rang the alarm all
over the house.

Excited Lodgers.

The hallways were Instantly filed
with a crowd of excited penple. Tha
policemen forced thelr way to the up-
per floor in an effort to rescue some nf
the helpless or any who might be
overcome with smoke, They carried
out Thomas Harper, a one-legged man,
and Edward Walker, who had been
burned and partially overcome by the
smoke, Stephen Carney was found ly-
ing en the floor in his room. Tha
flames had already burned the old
man‘s hands, face and body, but n
policeman picked him up and carried
him out of the bullding.

The firemen succeeded In putting out
the fiames without great loss to the
bLuflding. After the firo was out they
began a search, The bodies of all five
of the victimg were found on the fifth
floor, where the fire did most damage,
Buttie was suffocated in his bed. John
Clark was found on the floor of his
room, dead, as was glso Fdward
Doyle. The colored man was found
dend at a window nand the unidentified
man had been overcome just as he
was dragging himseifl from the window
to the fire escape,

All the bodles were taken tn the
morgue.

The damage to the building
amounted to about 34000, The place
wag conducted by Tominlco Milano,
and was a cheap Howery lodging
house,

Btephen Carney dled tonight at the
hospltal,

Hennessy died at 226 p. m, today.
Archbishop John Hennessy was recog-
nized as one of the greatest orators
and most profound theologlans In the
Catholle hlerarchy, and because of his
geal In educhAtional mattera has been
named “the apostle of the American
Catholic parochial school.” His latest
work in the cause of educatlon was the
founding of a séeminary here, deslgned
to be one of the largest in the country.

Bince he first came to Dubuque,
Archbishop Hennessy has seen the
Catholic church in Iowsa rise from a
membership of a few hundred to a
quarter of a milllon.

Archblshop Henessy was born in
County Limerick, Ireland, August 20,
1826, In 1f47 he came to America, go-
ing to Carondolet seminary, 8t. Louls,
where he commenced the study of the-

tology and was ordained a priest No-
vember 1, 1850. Hls first mission was |

at New Madrid, Mo.,, embracing six
thousand miles of territory, without a
single mile of railroad, and where he
endured the hardships and privations
of a ploneer, In 1364 he was installed
as professor of dogmatle history at
Carondolet and became president In
1857, In the next year he went to Rome
as a representative of Archblshop Ken-
rick. In 1860 he went to Bt. Joseph,
Mo., where he remained until appointed
bishop of Dubuqus in 1866, He was con-
secrated Beptember 30 of that year by
Archbishop Kenrick, of 8t. Louls, His
sllver jubllee was celebrated with great
pomp in 1891, He wgs made archbishon
on Beptember 1, 1803, Mgr. Fatolll, then
papal delegate, and Cardinal Glbbons,
of Baltimore, conducting the cere-
monles, All the American archblshops
except one, nearly all the hishops and
upwards of 400 priests and hundreds of
leading Catholic laymen of the country

ORGANIZATION THOROUGH

The Insurgents Have Secret Organe
izations About the Clty of Manila.
Some of the Leadors Being Fille
pinos Who Pretended to Buppord
the American Administration,
Americans Who Are Acquainted
with the Tagals Have Little FaltH
in the Filipino Promises.

Manlla, March 3.—Reports reach the
Assoclated Press from various sources,
including the army officers and heads
of commercial houses with agents
throughout the islands, of continued ac-
tivity among the insurgents, who are
endeavoring to keep allve the armed
opposition to the United States and are
planning to continue the insurrectiom
with guerilla warfare on a larger scale
when the ralny season begins. A pere
son holding a position second only to
that of the governor general and have
ing extensive avenues of Information,
says he is convinced that the insurg
organization has been remarkably '€=
habilitated during the last month, par«
ticularly in the northern provinces. He
says the insurgents have a secret ore
ganization patterned after the "Katle
punan' methods aven in the strongest
garrisoned towns, affording perfect
means of communication, and that the

While many of the Insurgent mu-
nicipal officers were continued In ofe
fice on taking the oath of allegiance,
residents who are acquainted with
them have little faith in their adher-
ence to their promiser. AN the alvil
officlale of Tarlac, capital of the pro-
vince of that name, numbering eleven
persons, has been arrested and charged
with plotting, and two Insurgent agents
have been captured at Malabon with
Iiniriminating papers and $4,000 col-
lected from the natives, Some of the
munlieipnl governments appear loyal
and efficient. On the other hand, ono
American general declares he believes
that the majority of his provinces are
agents of the Insurrection.

New Pamphlets.

A fresh lszue of Insurgent pamphiets
ia being circulated, asserting that the
American promises of good governs
ment are merely a mask for commers
clal exploltation of the Fhilippines,
quoting from a Washington newspapes
headed “Lots1's Ba Honest."
